a Standing European Law; the more Amicably to Debate, 
and the better to Explain any obſcure Articles in the Peace, 
and to Prevent any Diſputes that might otherwiſe raiſe a 
New War in this Age, or the Ages to come; by which, every 
Prince and State will have all the Strength of Europe to 
protect them in the Poſſeſſion of what they ſhall Enjoy by 
the next Peace. | | 

But in the mean while, it's the Intereſt of the preſent Con- 
federates, to_begin it among themſelves; But Europe being 
under ſeveral Forms of Government, and every Country be- 
ing apt to Eſteem their own Form beſt ; It will require time 
and Conſideration among the Powers concerned, to draw 

Nach a Scheme as will Suit the Diſpoſitions and Circumſtan- 
ces of them all. . ; 

The ſeveral Methods uſed by the German Dyets, the Union 
of the Provinces of Holland, the Cantons of Switzerland, the 
Nature of Guarantees, with the Model of Henry the Fourth, 
and the Firdivs Sacrum between the Emperor and Venice, ſhew 
that Sovereign Princes and States may be United (to Protect 
2 General Peace) yet with the Preſervation of their Sovereign's 
Rights at Home. 8 1 1 

All which conſidered, I will Propoſe one Thought towards 
this Great Deſign, Viz. That Europe ſhould be divided into 
100 Equal Cantons or Provinces, or ſo many, that every So- 
vereign Prince and State may fend one Member to the Senate 
at leaft ; And that each Canton ſhould be appointed to raiſe a a

Which is one Reaſon why the Members in the Senate ſhould 
be in Proportion to the Strength of the Country which the 
repreſent ; That the Strong may not refuſe to Aſſociate wit 
the Weak, to preſerve the Publick Peace: And whilſt Con- 
queſt uſually goes with the: moſt Numerous as Strongeſt, they 
cannot expect an Equaller Sentence by the Sword, than what 
ſuch a Senate will give, Nor fo juſt. - 2 
Becauſe that Aſſembly muſt go by Arguments (and not 
Scimitars) grounded upon Reaſon and Juſtice, and the 
Major part of the Senate not being intereſted in the diſpute, 
will be the more inclined to that Side which hath moſt 
Reaſon with it: Whilſt the Greateſt Monarchs in time 
of Peace own themſelves Subjects to the Soveraignty of 
Reaſon. EE. | 
But in War, that Sovereign is Dethron'd and Stript, with 
Fire and Sword, and Attended with Peſtilence and Famine, 
and all other Miſchiefs that can befall Mortals; for then 
the Enquiry is not, where is Juſtice? but where they can 
make the greateſt Spoils and Ruine upon their Enemies? 
Now conſidering Europe as one Government, every King- 
dm and State may be limited what Troops or Ships of War ? 
they may keep up, that they may be diſabled from Invading 
their Neiphbours; for without it, the Peace may be little 
better than a Truce, if than a Ceſſation of Arms; for be- 
ſides the Hazards of ſudden Surprizes, The Multitude of 
Troops that every State will keep up to Watch their Neigh- 


bours, will leave them the Third Year of the Peace (if it **

fo long) under little leſs Expence than they were at the firſt 


Year of the War; Conſidering the Charges of thoſe Nume- 
rous Troops added to the Intereſt they muſt Pay for the Vaſt 
Debts this War will leave them 1n.

As the Continuance of Peace 1s of the Utmoſt Conſequence 
both to Prince and People, nothing that is needful for ſuch a 
Union can be too much for a Prince to give up for it. 
The unlimited Will of Monarchs, to Invade their Neigh- 
bours, is no more a Privilege to them, than it would be tor 
their Subjects to have Liberty to deſtroy each other; which 
is to reduce the Earth to a Deſart. | 
But as there is a Neceſſity for raiſing Governments in 
Towns and Cities, for preſerving the Rights and Properties 
of their Inhabitants, by a Peaceable deciding their Diſputes, 
and for the ſame Reaſon (and defence againſt their Common 
Enemies) to join Counties and Provinces into Kingdoms and 
States. 3 
So the Advantages would be the ſame and greater to the 
Kingdoms and States of Exrope, if ſuch an Union can be rai- 
ſed by them for deciding of any Diſputes which may hap- 
en among themſelves ; That for the future there may be a 
full Stop to the Effufion of Chriſtian Blood, which hath 


often been poured out upon ſmall Occaſions of Offence. 


Let any Treaty be ſet a-foot that is poſſible, ſome Prince 
or State will complain, whether the Pyrennean, Weſtphalia, or 
that of Munſter, Aix le Chapelle, Reſwick, or the Treaty of 
Partition, or any other that ever was. | 

There can be no righting the People that have been ruined 


and deftroyed by War, nor the Princes they have belonged 


unto, and the longer the War continues, Injuries will be the 
more increaſed; for War always ruines more People than it 
raiſeth , and the Rights of both Princes and People are beft 
preſerved in Peace. „ 1 | 
Therefore the beſt Expedient that can be offered, is ſuch 
a Settlement, as will prevent?adding more Injuries by War, 
to thoſe Irreparable ones already paſt : After the preſent 
Diſputes are ſettled in the beſt Manner that Time and Cir- 
cumſtances will admit of. 1 HS 
For as there was hardly ever more Blood ſpilt in Europe

this expected Peace, ſo it would be moſt unaccountable, to 
renew this War again, with expectation, to make any amend- 
ment to ſuch a Powerful (and therefore Final) Deciſſion, that 
Europe will be under when the General Peace ſhall be made. 

Happy will thoſe Princes and States be, who ſhall be In- 
ſtruments, in ſetling ſuch a Peace in Chriſtendom z for as it 
will the better ſecure their Governments here, it will give 
them the greater aſſurance of Crowns eternal hereafter.

To the Councellors and Miniſters of State, of 
the Kingdoms and States of EUROPE. 
A* Peace gives Plenty, and Riches to thoſe States that 
Enjoy it, ſo it gives Security and Honour, to thoſe - 
Princes and. States-men that Govern them. But as War ha- 
zards Crowns, ſo every difficulty they fall under, ſhakes, it 
not throws down, - thoſe Miniſters that ſet at Helm, for 
whether their management be defective or not, the People 
Cry them up, or Run them down by their Succeſs, that be- 
ing the Standard, by which they Judge of Statemens Abili2 
ties. Peace giving Riches to Princes, they can be more free 
to their Favourites, and there will be the more leiſure for 
Enjoying thoſe gifts, and Exerting thoſe faculties, for the 
Comfort and Happineſs of their own Country; which uſed to 
be ſpent in Circumventing, and Ruining other States, where 
the Gainers themſelves, are near undone with their * | 
y. 
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by their great expenſe of Blood and Treaſure, and the Maſs 
of Debts, ſuch a War leaves them in; Peace being ſeldom 


made, when once broke between Princes, until both ſides 


are diſtreſs'd; only with this difference, that he which is 
neareſt Ruine, muſt firſt aſk for Peace. 5 
But as War is the greateſt Miſery which attends Mortals, 


ſo Peace, with Induſtry and Vertue, brings all the Happineſs / 


that this World can give to a Country. And tho' Youth, 
whilſt Healthy and Strong, are capable of many Diverſions,

Never mention thoſe Heathen Heroes, ſuch as Alexander, 


Ceſar, or Hannibal, for Patterns to be Imitated by Chriſtian 


Princes, who Sacrificed the Lives of Thouſands, to their 
reſtleſs Ambition, and Honour: But let the Holy Jeſus, who 
went about doing good, be the Example for all Chriſtian Princes

It may be reckon'd, that there Aath been deſtroyed by 
War, in theſe laſt 20 years, in all the Parts of Europe, 
ſeveral Millions of Men, and 500 Millions of Pounds Ster- 
ling ſpent, beſides the Widows and Orphans left Diſtreſſed, 
and Towns, and Countries Ravag'd.

Then whether in a Thouſand, or two Thouſand years, or
